consider an environmental report with respect to the drder.

The State Board finds that:

1. The petitioner did not allege facts indicating
that a stay of the Regionél Board order is necessary to
‘prevent irreparable injury or hardship or wouid otherwise
>be in £he public interest. |

2. The Envirommental Quality Act (Public Resources
Code Sec. 21000 to 21151).does not require the Regionai
Board or the.discharger to pfepare an envifonmental impact

statement prior to issuance of waste discharge requirements,

’ ' 3. The appropriateness of the Regional Board's
requirements contained in Order No. 72-10 should be
reviewed to determine whether the requirements are
fully consistent with the water quality control plan
for the Santa Ana Region;

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that:
1. The request for a stay of the Regional Board
order by the Orange County Water District is denied.
| 2. The réquest for the prepération of an environ-
mental impact statement pursuant to the Environmental
Quality Act is denied;.
| 3. The State Water Resources Contro; Board will

‘ " review the appropriateness of the Regionai Board's

requirements contained in Ordef No. 72-10. If a hearing

is reqguired, the parties will be notified.
